Enough  ha*  now  beqn  *uid  to  indicate 
the  feature*  peculiar  To  each  of  the  rt>ad* 
mentioned .  and  t«  convey  an  idea  of  their 

COMPAMATITg  MKKIT*. 

In  this  connection  It  I*  nrcewary  to  con 
aider  them,  not  only  with  regard  to  their 
xdiiptntinn  to  the  u*ea  tor  which  they  are 
inti'iidvd,  and  to  their  fir.t  oo*t,  hut  al*o 
with  regard  to  the  coat*  of  keeping  Uieui 
no;  lor  it  U  only  by  *  proper  aaniniing  op 
of  the  co*t  of  omatructnin,  with  the  coet 
of  repair*,  that  •  true  idea  of  the  expeuae 
of  a  road  can  be  obtained. 

Good  road*  are  needed,  not  for  tempo¬ 
rary  purpose*  merely,  but  for  the  U*e  land 
wear  ot  year*,  nnd  it  would  l>e  poor  renoo- 
my  to  nave  in  the  firm  coat,  A  by  •■>  doing, 

I  lie  iniount  an  veil  were  to  be  mor«  than 
balanced  by  an  iucreaaed  expenditure  for 
aunual  repairs. 

The  firat  coat,  of  c«ur»e,  would  drpend 
in  a  in>'a*ure  upon  the  kind  of  material* 
moat  eauilylo  be  pv**«ured;"but.  all  l>eing 
equal  In  that  rnapect.  gravel,  i Mi  account 
ol  tha  greater  eaae  of  handling  it,  would 
make  the  cheaper  mail;  raacad  trr.ired,  or 
btoken  atone  road*,  would  come  next  in 
order,  and  Telford  road*,  with  a  maCa- 
damtted  aurface  on  a  pavnd  foundation. 

•uld  coat  th*  moat;  ait  hough  the  id  it 
lert-nce  in  coat  between  macadam  and 
Telhod  road*,  if  made  of  equal  thicknes*. 
rould  not  he  very  great,  fw  the  coat  of 
hannaerinw  and  aettiiig  the  Telfiird  pave¬ 
ment  ia  offset  by  that  of  breaking  up  an 
•■anal  niaaa,  while  the  total  amount  ol 
atone  needed  would  be  no  more  than  if 
the  rowd  were  formed1  entirely  of  bfokeu 
atone.

A  aomewhat  significant  fact  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  rep tirs  needed  on  gravel  lur 
lace*  waa  learned  iu  couoectiou  with  the 
road*  in  Ceutral  Park,  Mauy  of  the  T<H- 
for  road*  tlwre  are  finish  with  a  top 
dressing  of  gravel  nbuut  une  and  a  had 
inchea  thicJc,  and  the  engineer  speaking 
of  ilia  care  norwaary  lo  keep  them  iu  order, 
said  that  hi*  only  reason  lur  using  gravel 
at  all,  was  that  ba 
quarry  acreeuin'gk  in  sufficient 
to  meet  hi*  requirement. 

As  between  the  two  kinds  of  broken 
atone  roads — the  inacndaik  and  Trilord 
experts  are  derided  in  their  praterence 
for  thoan  with  a  pared  or  Tellbrd  looada 
ciun 

It  ia  claimed  that  the  coat  but  little,  if 
any  more,  aud  that,  even  if  there  were  a 
greater  difference  In  the  first  core,  they 
Would  be  cheaper  in  the  end,  because  by 
listribnting  the  weights  over  a  large  sur¬ 
face,  and  by  preserving  tire  covering  mate¬ 
rial  from  the  deatructive  effort*  of  fr<i*r, 
they  would  Ite  more  uaettd  and  last  longer 
than  those  In  which  the  broken  stones  are 
laid  immediately  upon  the  ground. 

They  would  ulao  coat  Ire-  for  repair*,  and 
it  is  believed  that  the  saving  in  tbia  respect 
would,  io  a  little  time,  make  up  for  «ny 
excess  of  their  first  cost  over  that  of  an 
equally  well-made  macadam  road. 

But  in  addition  to  this  saving  In  the 
cost  of  repairs,  there  ia  soother  lesportaui 
gain  which  would  renult  from  there  de¬ 
creased  Haiti lity  to  get  out  of  order. 

U  ia  that,  tha  road  being  more  constant¬ 
ly  smooth  and  in  prime  working  condi¬ 
tion,  greater  speed  could  Ite  made,  and 
tuavier  loads  could  Ire  carried  without  any 
increase  ol  power.  It  would  he  difficult  to 
estimate  this  saving  in  figures,  but  it  is 
well  known  that  the  wear  and  tear  ol 
horaea  and  vehicle*  on  bad  roads  are  very 
real,  and  that  they  constitute  a  very  large 
nditvet  tax  in  addition  to  the  direct  tax 
laid  upon  the  people. 

The  effect  of  different  kind  of  roads 
upon  theilkJbnir  ol  lokda  has  been  shown 
by  a  serious  nf  experiments;  and  it  Was 
found  (hat  to  haul  a  wsgon  weighing  91 
cwt,  the  drawing  power  was:— 

On  a  broken  atonn  road,  laid  on  pave¬ 
ment.  4tt  pound*. 

On  a  broken  stone  road,  laid 
on  the  ground.  $3  pounds. 

On  a  grand  road,  laid  on  tha 
ground.  147  pound*. 

The  power  required  on  a  gravel  road 
being  mure  than  three  time*  that  needed 
on  a  Tel  fold  road. 

These  facts  are  of  irerti  a  character  that  no 
consideration  of  the  core  of  road  improve 
rnenta  would  be  complete  if  they  wore  left 
out  of  the  Calculation. 

So  far  as  your  committee  have  been  able 
to  learn,  the  Telford  puaaesaea  all  tor 

advai.tagea  of  the  other  systems  of  r»»ad- 
making,  and  ia  aupi-rior  to  there  lieoau-w 
tha  foundation,  which  distinguishes  it 
from  all  others,  saves  the  under  lying  anil 
I  rum  tha  softening  iff, -eta  of  tha  walei 
which  filter*  through  the  road,  because  it 
preserve*  the  alone  covering  from  tire  de 
reructive  effi-cts  of  leant,  and  because  it 
diniributm  tire  weight  of  heavy  I  unde  In 
•  way  that  greatly  reduces  lire  wear  upon 
the  ruad  materials. 

tn  thin  connection,  It  ia  proper  to  refer 
to  an  Imprcrelon  which  haa  lieen  made  that 
the  annud  coat  of  repairing  Tnlfovd  roads 
ia  very  large  -non  tUirasM  fixing  the 
amouut  aa  being  equal  to  twelve  per  cent, 
•n  the  coat  of  construction.  The  aUtemeot 
It  clearly  an  error,  and  moat  have  bare* 


A  gentleman  who  for  three  year*  hits  lieen 
chairman  of  the  street  commla-don  th-re, 
•«ld  that  after  Investigating  all  the  differ 
cot  p-ivemrnta  in  use,  the  Tefford  pave¬ 
ment  ptoved  to  he  the  Cheapest  and  the 
•rest,  that  It  coat  !e»a  than  any  other  for 
repair*,  and  that  visitors  from  grave)  re¬ 
gions  had  been  there  to  olitain  Information 
with  a  view  to  making  similar  roada  in 
their  own  neighborhoods. 

During  fiis  three  years’  service  aa  Com- 
m'SKioner,  they  had  not  found  it  neceaaan 
to  make  repairs  save  in  a  few  exceptional 
ca-res,  ami  then  it  was  doue  by  simply 
luoaening  the  top  with  pick*  and  putting 
on  a  thin  l  «yer  of  fine  stunt*,  after  which 
the  surfaces  was  rolled,  making  it  aa  good 
•anew. 

With  regard  to  the  expense  of  these 
road*,  those  in  Orange  cost  about  $3  per 
running  foot,  the  pavenn  nt  on  M  tin  street 
being  made  sixteen  incites  thick,  and  on 
other  streets  twelve  inches. — the  latter 
being  considered  thick  lor  everything  but 
heavy  trucking. 

At  tha  present  time  it  is  thought  the 
coat  would  not  be  so  great,  and  iu  a  con 
v<  raation  with  ref<  r-nce  toil,  one  of  the 
represent#!! *e  of  the  Telford  P-ivcmeni 
Company  of  Orange  off-  red  to  put  it  down 
in  Montclair,  daring  the  coming  ntnson. 
for  fil.OQ  per  squ  ru  yard,  which  iai-qoivn 
lent  to  $2  07  per  running  foot,  or  $13,047 
per  mile,  for  a  road  twenty  feet  wide. 

This  sum  mnv  seem  Urge,  but  ha*  el 
ready  lieen  remarked,  the  cost  of  a  rosd 
cannot  be  fairlv  considered  without  taking 
fnta  account  what  it  saves  in  the  cost  i-t 
annutl  repairs,  and  in  the  wear  and  tear  of 
animala  and  vehicles,  anil  what  it  gain* 
for  ns  in  the  shape  of  increased  comfort 
and  convenience,  greater  speed,  and  rhe 
greater  weight*  of  load*  to  be  drawn  upon 
it.  If  ihia  be  done,  -nd  all  the  advatagrs 
which  it  secures  to  us  lie  credited  against 
the  coat  of  the  road, — and.  farther,  if  duv 
allowance  lie  made  fiir  the  increase  in  the 
marketable  value  of  the  property  adjoining 
the  improved  road,  it  will  be  found  that 
these  roads  are  nut  to  expensive  as  they  at 
firat  seem  to  be. 

In  Orange,  it  isihh!  that  on  every  street 
on  which  the  Telford  pavement  h,a  Ireen 
laid,  thnadvaace  In  the  vslne  of  property 
has  been  front  $10  to  20  per  Lmt  of  fom- 
tage.— and  they  say  this  is  true,  not  only 
of  the  better  streets,  but  of  the  poorer  ones 
as  well. 

Thi*  estimate  was  intended,  probably, 
a*  an  approximate  rather  than  aa  an  ac-cu 
rate  statement  of  the  increase  of  value,

Bat,  in  addition  to  all  that  haa  been 
said,  there  ere  local  reasons  which  make 
■t  wise  f.ir  the  township  of  Montclair  to 
adopt  the  TeLford  system,  rather  than  any 
other. 

It  has  been  assumed  to  this  p  -int  that 
one  kind  of  road  materials  could  l>«  ob 
uioed  asetaily  a*  anotlier,  and  the  opin¬ 
ions  expressed  with  regard  to  the  probable 
comparative  cost  of  the  different  roada 
have  been  baaed  upon  that  supposition. 

But  in  Montclair,  there  ia  a  wide  dif¬ 
ference  in  this  respect,  for  while  we  bare 
an  abundance  of  the  best  material  for  Tel 
lord  road*,  if  an  attempt  be  made  to  make 
gravel  ro-oU,  the  gravel  nm<t  Ire  obtained 
in  another,  and  perhspa  a  distant  locality 
It  cannot  now  be  stated  how  far  it  would 
be  ne  esaary  tu  go  lor  it,  but  it  ia  sate  to 
say  tint  there  is  no  certainty  that  the 
nearcat  gravel  pit  will  an|tply  the  right 
kind  of  gravel,  for  the  differant  varieties 
vary  ao  much  with  regard  to  their  fitness 
for  the  purposes  of  rowi  building,  that  one 
of  the  most  difficult  parts  of  the  work  ia  to 
obtain  gravel  necessary  to  bring  it  Irom  a 
distant  point,  the  increased  coat  of  car 
riage  will  add  largely  to  the  expense  of 
the  road. 

Mr.  Kellogg,  the  engineer  in  charge  of 
the  ‘‘Qurrau  for  the  construction  of  Roada 
and  Avenues"  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
said  that  not  of  a  great  many  vtnetiea  ol 
gravel  which  ha  bad  tested,  he  bad  found 
only  two  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 
and  to  get  them  it  was  necessary  to  go  to 
far  from  the  citv  that  the  coat  ol  tire  grave1 
in  piles  ab, the  aide  of  the  road,  and  ready 
for  application  to  it,  was  $3  <V3  per  cubic 
jnttL 

Thera  ia  a  shrinkage  of  twenty-five  per 
cent,  in  the  balk  ot  gram-1,  canaed  by  roll¬ 
ing  it  after  it  ia  put  in  the  road,  and  a 
cubic  yard  will  therefore  make  only  one 
foot  of  enad,  twenty  feet  wide,  and,  unit** 
we  should  Ire  more  fnrinnate  than  they 
have  Ireen  in  New  York,  tha  material  lor  a 
gravel  mad,  without  counting  the  expense 
of  putting  it  on  the  road  would  cost  nearly 
aa  much  as  a  Telford  road,  finished  an  ready 
for  uaa. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  ia  no  place 
where  Telford  roadr  can  be  made  more 
cheaply  than  ia  Montaiair,  for  the  reason 
that  we  luivn  aa  abundant  supply  of  trap 
nark,  which  la  admitted  to  be  tha  Iwat 
•lone  for  the  purpose,  and  •<•  situated  that 
it  will  require  comparatively  little  haul¬ 
ing. 

Aa  between  Telford  and  macadam  road*, 
it  ia  believed  that  if  they  were  made 
•  qually  thick  of  such  material*  a*  we  have, 
Telford  niada  will  eoat  no  more,  and  per¬ 
haps  lre«,  than  macadam,  fhr  the  resaoa 
that  tha  labor  of  aatthtg  tha  foundation 
-tones  by  hand  will  ire  no  greater  than  to 
break  them  into  small  fragment*;  for  it 
most  he  remembered  that  in  macadamised 
road*,  no  atom*  are  slowed  of  a  sine  greater 
than  two  and  one  half  l ochre  in  Uieir  larg¬ 
est  diiMuainna,  and  your  Committee  he 
liavalhat.  on  account  of  tha  hardness  ol 
trap  rock,  and  the  rilffirwlty  of  breaking  it 
into  amall  pieeen.  the  actual  coat  of  a 


tee  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending 
them  aa  the  beat  road  lur  adoption  io 
Montclair. 

In  closing  their  report,  the  Committee 
wi*h  to  say  that  the  interest  which  they 
feel  in  the  subject  of  r -ad  improvement* 
makes  it  seem  fo  (hem  that  their  whole 
duty  will  not  have  been  performed  until 
the*  ex perea  their  oonvietion  that  it  will 
he  both  wise  and  expedient  to  begin,  with 
aa  little  delay  aa  posible,  to  improve  the 
roada  of  the  town. 

There  are  few  placre  that  pteaent  ao 
mar.y  attraction*  aa  Montclair,  and,  if  tf\e 
'inoccirpi'-d  land*  are  made  accewible  by 
good  road*,  ao  that  the  more  distant  part* 
ran  be  reach'd  comfortably  and  qnicklr 
at  any  season  iff  the  vear  there  I*  no  reason 
to  dopht  that  the  fide  of  population,  which 
haa  already  set  so  strongly  in  thia  direction 
will  greatly  increase,  and  will  create  a  de¬ 
mand  for  property  which,  at  present, 
because  of  its  di-tance  from  the  depots  atfR 
the  difficulty  of  reaching  it  over  the  rn»d« 
we  now  have,  i*  not  suitable  for  occnp»ti«n 
by  those  whose  bsisino**  make*  it  necessary 
for  them  to  travel  daily  in  the  cars.  It 
matter*  not  how  pleasantly  the  lands  «rt 
Vtnated.  if  thay  cannot  Ire  reached  com 
foitsbfy,  I  hey  mutt  remain  tinoccnpird  and 
unimproved.  But  connect  them  with  ih# 
depots  and  with  the  burint**  centre  of  the 
town,  by  roads  over  which  it  will  always 
he  possible  to  drive  rapidly,  and  they  will 
*oon  become  valuable. 

Houses  and  fence*  will  be  built,  tree* 
will  f»e  planted,  each  new  comer  will  help 
to  increase  the  already  growing  Tide  of  im 
prnvemont;  and  tha  addition  to  the  value 
of  property  will  be  so  marked  that  the  coot

•La  this  wn*  found  too  much  for  the  heiilth 
of  the  children,  in  moat  schools  the  hours 
have  been  limited  to  twenty  eight  of  rrgn 
tar  school  work  in  the  week.  The  school 
hours  are  from  seven  to  eleven  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  in  8uiamer,  and  from  eight  to  twelve 
in  Winter,  and  in  the  afternoon  all  the 
year  round  from  two  to  four  This  is  a 
wi*e  plan  tn  aecnre  aa  many  of  the  golden 
hoar*  of  the  morning  for  teaching,  when 
the  taco  I  tie*  are  at  their  frreliest,  and  tin- 
memory  is  the  most  receptive.  Against 
those  who  cry  down  classical  learning  in 
our  public  schools,  and  cry  up  modern 
sciences  and  modern  languages,  we  may 
urge  the  aalutnry  practice  pursued  ia  the 
German  grammar  schools,  where  we  find 
the  studies  in  the  following  p>nporUon  : 
Litin  haa  ten  hours  a  week  given  to  it, 
Greek  ha*  six  hours,  the  mother  tongue 
only  two  hotiia.  mathematic*  foor.  Frercli 
two  hours,  geography  and  history  two 
hours,  and  the  natural  science*  two  hours. 
Every  class  in  every  school  has  religion* 
instructin'! ;  in  some  schools  thi*  extend* 
to  three  hours  a  week,  and  in  totnn  to  two 
lionr*.  It  is  another  fertitrv  of  the  Gcr 
man  system,  that  all  the  pupils  Warn  sing 
mg  and  gymnastic*.  Another  feature  de 
serving  our  national  imitation,  ta  this-  - 
that  no  one  is  allowed  in  German/  to  set 
up  a  school  for  the  education  of  the  young, 
without  proving  hin  times*  moral  aud  in¬ 
tellectual  for  Ure  took."
